THEN AND NOW. 


Human nature, pagan or Christian, has 
changed very little in the passing of the 
centuries. 
School children of the present 
chudder as they read in their histories 
Of Nero and the cruel scenes of the Roman 
arena. Embyro orators repeat for the edi­ 
fication of their relatives and friends Spar­ 
t a n s ’ immortal words: 
“Ye call me 
chief, and ye do well to call him chief, who 
jfor ten long years has met in the arena any 
form of man or beast the broad empire of 
Rome could furnish, and never yet lowered 
his arm”— and hearts beat with pity at the 
recital of his wrongs. 
From a persual of these ancient cruel­ 
ties, enacted in the name of sport, the boys 
and girls— as well as the men and women 
h—*of the present, with 
hearts and minds 
filled with 
wonder that human 
beings 
could have been so cruel and heartless as to 
witness and gloat over such bloody spec­ 
tacles, turn eagerly to the newspapers to 
find when next will occur an aerial mara­ 
thon or a “classic” of the speed track, and 
then by thousands flock to the scene. For 
what? 
For a new thrill, just as did the 
Romans of old. 
:;But a few days ago, at a small New Eng­ 
land fair, three men gave up their lives to 
stir the jaded minds of a Puritan gathering 
into unknown excitement. In the morning, 
a great hero of the war, together with his 
assistant, tempted by the financial reward 
offered, perished as his plane plunged to 
earth. 
The crowd rushed to the scene and 
watched with 
eager 
eyes the grewsome 
aftermath and gloated as they congratulat­ 
ed themselves in that they had been pres­ 
ent to witness the horrible tragedy. 
But, 
even this had not satisfied their lust for the 
enchanting joys of novelty. 
Other thrills 
were expected and demanded. 
Had they 
not paid their money and shouldn’t they 
have the whole program? 
And so, after 
all had regaled themselves with the pro­ 
saic noon-day lunch they again foregather­ 
ed, undisturbed by the stark forms lying 
lifeless in the morgue, 
for the 
finishing 
touches. A balloon ascension and a para­ 
chute leap! Glorious! Maybe something as 
exciting 
as 
the 
forenoon’s 
amusement 
would occur, who could tell? 
And it did. 
The balloon went up, the parachute leap 
was made and the ghastly fingers of death 
seized upon another poor mortal, wTho had 
given his life for the fleeting amusement of 
supposedly Christian men, women and chil­ 
dren. 
Yesterday, in Kansas City thousands of 
people gathered to witness a great 300-mile 
death-defying contest 
for 
glory and for 
cash— chiefly 
the 
latter. 
It was confi­ 
dently expected that there w*ould be thrills 
aplenty 
Indeed, it may be doubted if nine 
out of ten of the spectators would have at­ 
tended had they not 
been 
certain 
they 
would get them— and 
ghastly 
ones too 
Well, they did. 
One dead and eight injur­ 
ed, four seriously, is the score. A champion 
burned to a crisp before the eyes of the vast 
multitudes was the first event extraordi­ 
nary". 
Were there 
any thumbs “turned 
down” as the fumes from the burning body 
filled 
the 
autumn 
air? 
Ah, no. 
“On 
with* the dance, let joy 
be 
unconfined” 
was the hectic expectation of the clamoring 
crowd. 
Away with the charred body! Off 
with him, 
he’s 
finished. 
He’s only one 
of the countless dead of all the ages! For­ 
get him! 
On, on, w*ith the race! 
And on 
it went, until the 300 miles were finished 
and the $30,000 in prizes 
were 
won by 
those still remaining in the race. 
And then the vast gathering slowly dis­ 
persed, drawing long breaths of satisfac­ 
tion, enravished at the though that they 
had seen the great spectacle. 
And we still call ourselves Christians 
and shudder at the doings of Nero. Alas 
and alack, what “fools we mortals be.” 


Cheka’s executions up to last March. They 
make a ghastly total. 
According to these 
statistics, prior 
to the 
beginning of last 
spring 1,766,118 persons were executed in 
Russia by order of the government. These 
were all “legal” executions and do not in­ 
clude the great number of deaths by assas­ 
sination. 
Now* if these figures tell the truth, there 
are few* people in this country outside of 
the American Bolshevist circle who would 
have the United States government enter 
into friendly relations 
w*ith 
the govern­ 
ment of Russia. 
The difficulty lies in es­ 
tablishing to the satisfaction of the public 
that these are really facts. 
So much has 
been written 
about Russia 
w*hich is not 
true, that the public does not know what 
to believe and is inclined to suspect that 
this account of the Cheka’s bloody work is, 
at the very least, greatly overdrawn. 
Yet it may be that the story is over­ 
drawn very little, if at all. 
According to 
the Times’s figures, the number of priests 
executed is 1,243. Last spring the Russian 
Orthodox Council issued a statement set­ 
ting forth that more than 1,000 priests and 
28 bishops had been executed in Red Rus­ 
sia by order of the government. As regards 
this class— the priests— the tw*o statements 
are thus seen to agree pretty closely, and 
this, while of course it is not proof, cer­ 
tainly gives color of truth to the Times’s 
list as a whole. 
It may be none of our business how many 
Russians the Russian government executes. 
But, however that may be, the people of 
this country have a right to entertain their 
own opinion of a government which con­ 
ducts its business in this bloody fashion. 
If the story of the Cheka’s work is the truth 
or anything like the truth, ostracism of the 
Soviet state is no mistake but a moral duty 
and a practical necessity.

American Federation of Labor, last 
night announced he will stump the 
country in the fall election campaign 
on behalf of candidates favoring or­ 
ganized labor. 
In making this statement at the 
Hotel Ambassador before departing 
for Washington, Gompers said he ex­ 
pected to set forth before the Ameri­ 
can public the reasons why Attorney 
General 
Daugherty 
and Federal 
Judge Wilkerson of Chicago should 
be immediately impeached. He said 
he expected to have the opportunity 
to appear before the house judiciary 
committee soon and give his testi­ 
mony. 
“American labor’s nonpartisan pro­ 
gram is to be faithfully carried out,” 
said Gompers. 
“I expect to-stump 
over a large area this fall on behalf 
of the men who are acceptable to our 
program. 
I believe the time is op­ 
portune for labor to exert itself poli­ 
tically this fall and oust its enemies 
from the halls of congress.” 
Gompers said a number of speak­

ended with the Bon Homme Rich­ 
ard on fire in two places, all her 
lower deck guns dismounted, two 
of her bigger guns blown up, and 
seven feet of water in her hold.

DULUTH, Minn., Sept. 16.—Mah- 
nok-min, the wild rice of the north, 
the Indian’s grain for winter con­ 
sumption, is ripe. 
Word has passed 
from buck to squaw or reverse that 
the crop this year is not a large one. 
Garnering must proceed rapidly for 
a hungry hord of wild ducks shortly 
will descend on the vast rice fields 
and batter down the rice to the last 
stem, which they strip clean of ker­ 
nels. 
By day, and under the full moon, 
the squaws are searching the lagoons 
of the muskeag country for rice beds. 
Certain localities are known to have 
rice beds and other localities breed 
the rice every other year. Where no 
rice was found last year It will be 
fcund this year. 
The crop is gathered today as it 
was in the days of Hiawatha and of 
Minnehaha. 
Canoes 
are 
piloted 
through miles of rice beds. The rice 
is either snipped off on the stem or 
pulled from the water. Taken into the 
canoe it is dislodged from the stem by 
beating with a paddle. 
Thus a ca­ 
noe will be loaded in a day. 
The 
hulling is done by heating the rice In 
its shell, and while it is yet hot, it is 
treaded by moccasined feet. 
Wild rice is a tall acquatic peren­ 
nial 
grass 
(Zizania 
aquitica), 
of 
North America and of Asia. 
It has 
ample 
panicles, 
bearing 
pistulate 
flowers above and staminates below”. 
Its grain, or seed, has been used by 
the Indians for food since time out 
of memory. 
Wild rice is for sale at principal 
grocery stores in the north. The rice 
is bought at trading posts direct from 
Indians, or from traders who get it 
from Indians. The w’ork of gathering 
the rice is so tedious that few” white 
people attempt It.
